BiG SHAKEUP 
IS ABOUT DUE 


Sensations Promised In Gov- 
ernmnt Printing Office . 


KLWAYS HOTBED OF TROUBLE 


Now Discovered That Theft of Ex- 
pensive Leather Used In Bindery 
Has Been Going on For Long Time 


—Investigation hy Congress Prob- 
ably Will Result In Complete Re- 
organization of Mammoth Institution 


Washington, Dec. 28.—One of the 
most sensational investigations of the 
season is promised soon with respect 
to the conduct of the government 
printing office. It is foreshadowed in 
the fact which has just become 
known that wholesale stealing of the 
expensive leather used in binding has 
been going on for a long time and that 
six employes already have been dis- 
charged, but it is known also that 
the congressional commission to in- 
vestigate the bureau has in hand much 
more evidence of wrongdoing of the 
same kind. 

This, it is said, will lead not only 
to many discharges and a more or less 
complete reorganization of the force, 
but has decided the commission to in- 
vestigate the mammoth government 
printing office from top to bottom. 

The bureau always has been a hot-* 
bed of trouble, due to the existence 
of factions among the employes, each 
pulling against the other, 
them organized on union and non- 
union lines, and others representing 
the “office” and “non-office” crowd. 

About four years ago Samuel B. 
Donnelly succeeded E. B. Stillings as | 
public printer and few of the troubles | 
of the great establishment have come 
to public attention. In the present 
case the employes not only stole the 
leather but, with their remarkable | 
skill and excellent tools, made it up | 
into novelties, which they had been , 
selling at high prices. 

Congress authorized to look into the 
affairs of the government printing of- 
fice a special commission consisting of 
Senators Smoot of Utah, Page of Ver- 
mont and Fletcher of Florida, and | 
Representatives Barnhart of Indiana | 
and Focht of Pennsylvania. This | 
comission has been working steadily, | 
with headquarters at the Capitol, and | 
is now determined to make a thorough | 
job. 


TO ESCAPE STARVATION 


Six Hundred Moros Forced to Capitu- 
late to American Troops 

Manila, Dec. 27.—The Moros, who 
several days ago retired to the top of 
Bud Dajo,-in the island of Jolo, which | 
they had fortified, have capitulated to | 
the American troops. | 

The Moros numbered 600 and defied 
an ultimatum issued by Brigadier | 
General Pershing, ordering the dis- 
armament of natives in the district. 
Their supplies were cut off, and they 
were surrounded by American in- 
fantry. Finally they were forced to. 
yield through hunger, and marched 
out and laid down their arms. 

Prior to the surrender a desperate 
band of twenty tried to force an out- 
post, but were repulsed. Several of 
the Moros were killed, but there were 
no American casualties.

COLD BLOOD 


Not Spared by Russians 


Conditions at Tabriz Reported to Be 
Appalling—Russia Gives Notice 
That It Will Take Justice Into Its 
Own Hands, Giving a Lesson to Be 
Long Remembered—National Coun- 
cil ts Dissolved 


Teheran, Dec. 26.—The national 
council, which has stood firmly for 
the retention of W. M. Shuster, the 
American treasurer general, and for 
resistance to Russian aggression, has 
been ordered dissolved by Regent 
Nazir-el-Mulk. Troops have been 
posted about the parliament building 
by the war minister to prevent the 
deputies from entering. 

Russian losses are declared to have 
been very heavy in the two days and 
more of fighting, especially at Tabriz. 
The vice governor of Tabriz has tele- 
graphed that conditions there are ap- 
palling. 

“I swear before God,” he tele- 
graphs, “that innocent women and 
children are being butchered in cold 
blood.” After saying that 500 Per- 
sians have been slain-there, he adds: 
“The Russians ignore our overtures 
for the cessation of hostilities.” 

In ordering reinforcements from the 
Caucasus to Tabriz, the director of 
the Persian department of the Rus- 
sian foreign office declared: 

“Russia will take justice at Tabriz, 
Resht and Enzeli into her own hands 
and show no mercy to the fidais and 
revolutionary dregs who are shed- 
ding Russian blood. The lesson which 
we intend to give will long be re- 
membered.” 

The Russian permanent detachment 
outside of Tabriz, 600 strong, has oc- 
cupied Basmendj, on the Kasgin road. 
They have been unable to communi- 
cate with the small Russian legation 
Orders have 
been given for the Russians not to 
reply to the sniping by the fidais, 
who are entrenched in the battered 
citadel. 

Conditions have become more quiet 
at Resht and Enzeli. Among the 
Persians killed at Resht has been 
Governor Zagirdle’s son, a well known 
revolutionist. 

The Russian reinforcements from 
Djulfa to Tabriz are making slow 
progress. Colonel Knigge, command- 
ing the permanent detachment, has 
telegraphed here that he can reach 
Teheran in six forced day marches. 

The cabinet yesterday afternoon 
notified W. M. Shuster, the Ameri- 
can treasurer general of Persia, of 
his dismissal from office. This fol- 
lows the decision of the national 
council and the ministry to submit to 
the dem:«.nds contained in the Russian 
ultimatum. The cabinet intimated to 
Shuster that they would communicate 
to him later their plans concerning 
the turning over of his accounts 


IMMIGRATION FALLING OFF 


800,000 Less Landed at New York In 
1911 Than In 1910 

New York, Dec. 24.—QOne of the 

greatest slumps in immigration ever 

recorded at tne port of New York is 


‘peing written into the records at Ellis 


island during the closing days of the 
year. 

Already the records show that near- 
ly 300,000 fewer immigrants have 
landed there up to the present time 
than for the corresponding period in 
1910, and indications are, Commis- 
sioner Williams states, that there will 
be a reduction of 30 percent or more 
from 1910 figures for the year. The 
incoming tide of humanity is lower 
now than at any time since 1908. 

With the tide at its ebb, every ship 
leaving for Europe is crowded as 
never before. One vessel sailing a 
couple of days ago left 6500 steerage 
passengers on the wharf because of 
inability to find accommodations 
aboard for them.

NEBRASKA’S PRIMARY LAW 


te Will Show Whether Roosevelt Is or 
is Not a Candidate 


Washington, Dec. 27.—Whether 


Theodore Roosevelt will be a candi- 


date for the Republican nomination 
for president will be put to the acid 
test in the Nebraska presidential pri- 
mary of April 17, according to studies 
of the Nebraska law made at a pro- 
gressive headquarters. 

The presidential primary law of that 
ftate provides that a candidate for 
Bomination may withdraw his name 
from the ballot. The reasoning is, 
therefore, that if Roosevelt’s name is 
placed upon the ballot without his ex- 
press sanction, he has only to with- 
draw it to show to the country that 
he is not and will not be a candidate 
before the Chicago convention. 

By the same process of reasoning, 
if Roosevelt permits. the Nebraska 
primary to pass without withdrawing 
his name he will have served notice 
upon the country that he is actively 
in the field and is willing to receive 
indorsements wherever they may be 
given. 


REYES’ FATE IN DOUBT 


Belief That Rebel General Will Be 
Exiled to Europe 


Mexico City, Dec. 28.—Rite fate of 
General Reyes, who surrendered Mon- 
day, after his failure to stir up a re- 
bellion, is in doubt. While many be- 
lieve that he will be condemned to 
death, a high military authority is 
quoted as saying that Reyes will not 
even be sentenced to imprisonment 
for sedition, nor will he be extradited 
to Texas for trial for violating the 
United States neutrality laws.

Atlanta, Dec. 27.—The_production 
of a flask of whiskey by a student at 
the boys’ high school during the 
course of a debate on the subject, 
“Resolved, that Georgia’s present pro- 
hibition law should be repealed,” had 
a potent influence in persuading the 
judges to grant a decision in favor of 
the affirmative. 

L. A. Pinkussohn, the leader of 
the affirmative, was striving to con- 
vince the judges that the prohibition 
law was a failure, and that it was not 
being enforced and could not be.

Yuan Expected to Retire From Poli- 
tics, Thus Bringing Power of Man- 
chus to Speedy End—Fully Realizes 
That Opposition Will Not Accept 
His Views—Unable to Reconquer 
the Lost Provinces 


Pekin, Dec. 28.—The . Empress 
Dowager Yo-Ho-Na-La has sum- 
moned the leading princes of the im- 
| perial clan to meet Premier Yuan Shi 
; Kai in order to discuss the proposal 

made at the Shanghai conference. 

It is considered not to be tmprob- 
able that Yuan Shi Kai will endeavor 
shortly to withdraw from active poli- 
tics, in which case the power of the 
Manchus wil! not last many weeks. 

The attitude of the imperialist dele- 
gates to the Shanghai peace confer- 
ence, coupled with the discontent of 
certain Manchu factionss which pro- 
fess to doubt the loyalty of Yuan Shi 
Kai, are the motives given for the 
possible retirement of the premier. 

Representative members ot the im- 

| perial court, according to an authori- 
| tative source, have signified to Yuan 

their willingness to agree to an abdi- 
cation. The court, the same author- 
ity states, realizes that there is no 


four detached sections of we country 
and semi-loyal provinces and hopes 
to obtain better terms by agreeing to 
the proposed referendum on the ques- 
tion of the form of government. 

Premier Yuan Shi Kai fully realizes 
the republican spokesmen gathered at 
the peace conference at Shanghai are 
not likely to accept his proposition for 
a carefully elected assembly repre- 
senting the entire empire. He is of 
the opinion the republicans know 
time will favor his (Yuan Shi Kai’s) 
plan. 

The premier is certain he could win 
several battles with the modern army 
at his disposal, which is better 
equipped and greatly superior to the 
rebel forces, but as he is unabie to 
obtain “any loans he would be unable 
to reconquer the lost provinces.

He sug- 
gests that Tang Shao Yi might be- 
come president of the republic, which 
is an office he himself would not ac- 
cept.

Boston, Dec. 28.—Through the 
Boston office, the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford railroad has just 
closed a five-year contract for coal 
for the New England lines on the Mel- 
len system. The contracts have been 
entered into with the Coastwise 
Transportation company as carrier, 
and the Virginia Iron, Coal and Coke 
company as producer.

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Mr. Cushing Can Be Relied on 


The Boston newspaper which had 
been so generous with its sugges- 
tions, endorsements, and  recom- 
mendations, and announced plans of 
“Speaker-elect” Cushing has suc- 
ceeded in getting that excellent gen- 
tleman into a rather bad_ position. 
Pretending to know all about his 
plans, it has announced with a great 
deal of authority, the names of some 
of the important chairmen for the 
coming session of the Legislature. 
As was to be expected, a deal of dis- 
turbance has been caused by this an- 
nouncement, and it has been neces- 
sarv for Mr. Cushing to make a 
statement in which he emphatically 
declares that while he is giving’ very 
serious consideration to all of these 
important questions, nobody has any 
authority to make any statements as 
to what his plans are. 

This is good. Those who know 
Mr. Cushing did not need to have 
this said to them. Those who know 
Mr. Cushing thoroughly, understand 
that any such statement as has been 
made by this Boston newspaper is 
entirely without warrant. As a mat- 
ter of fact, Mr. Cushing has been 
very modest thus far, and we are in- 
clined to think he will continue to 
be so, in his conduct with relation to 
this office. Contrary to the action of 
some others, he has kept himself en- 
tirely away from the State House, 
and while there is hardly the least 
doubt but that he will be the next 
Speaker, (the thing being as sure as 
anything can possibly be that is not 
fully consummated) he has_ not 
taken up his quarters in the Speak- 
e’s room, and has insisted that at 
the present moment, every plan he 
is making is a tentative plan to be 
consummated only after the action 
of the Republican caucus. 

As an outsider who has nothing 
whatever to do with the formation 
of the present Legislature, the writer 
cannot help hoping that there will 
be some shake-ups in the legislative 
committees. There has been alto- 
gether too much chaos in the House 
for the past two years to justify the 
sort of promotion of some of the 
men who feel that they are “in line” 
for any particular position. It is go- 
ing to take some courage for the 
“Speaker-elect” to do this sort of a 
thing, but we are inclined to think 
Mr. Cushing has the courage, and 
also has the ability to choose wisely 
the men upon whom he ‘will place 
responsibility for the active work 
during the coming session of the 
Legislature. 

There will be a lot less playing of 
politics next year than there has been 


for the past two years, unless all 
signs fail, and for that very reason, 
Mr. Cushing is pretty sure to do 


some very efficient political playing. 
We look for good things from the 
popular branch of the Massachusetts 
Legislature under his leadership, and 
they won’t be announced premature- 
ly, or proclaimed by means of any 
brass band demonstrations. 


Editorial Cinders 


One of the very raw results of the 
much proclaimed “square deal” work 
of the last session of the Legislature, 
is now being seen in the work of the 
redistricting committee. The state- 
“ment that whatever arrangement is 
made will be of no account because 
Governor Foss will veto all redis- 
tricting bills, gives a good deal of 
hone to both the rabid Republican 
and the rabid De rat. If there is 
to be partisanship in the conduct of 
political affairs, then the dominant 
party has the right to be in the ma- 
jority in such important places as 
this redistricting work. From. all 
information that can be gained, the 
appointments on the part of the 
House were not alone evenly divided; 
but about half of the Republicans 
would bear any other tag with fully 
as much grace as they do the Repub- 
lican tag. The plan as finally sub- 
mitted may look a little less like a 
gerrymander. It certainly looks a 
mighty sight less like decent partisan 
politics than it ought to, in justice 
to the Republican majority long in 
control of political matters here in 
Massachusetts.

OBITUARIES 
SARLAN W. WHIPPLE 


The death of Harlan W. Whipple 
came as a distinct shock to a large 
acquaintance, not only in Andover, 
but throughout the country. No An- 
dover citizen had a wider acquain- 


| tance than he, or a stronger circle of 


friends when he was an active force 
in the business and social life of the 
country. ; 

Without reference to the events in 
his life covered by the last two years, 
it is pleasant as a friend to refer to 
the early achievements of the poor 
boy, the industrious youth, the hard 
working young man, the successful 
business builder, the enthusiastic 


| promoter of public service through 


the most modern invention, the good 
fellow in the very best sense of that 
word, the genial companion, the loyal 
friend, as Harlan W. Whipple was 
known from the early days when he 
attended Phillips Academy, to the 
time when as the leading force in its 
organization, he made use of the 
automobile in the public service of 
the principal cities here in the East. 


Born in South Dartmouth, October | H. 


8, 1865, his early life was that of the 
poor boy of such a community. He 
came to Andover to attend Phillips 
Academy in 1880, and earned his way 
through the school as many boys 
did and still do, by industry and 
labor, early and late, with his studies 
mixed in. From Andover he went to 
Williams college, from which he was 
later giaduated, and from there he 
entered a business life which was 
bound to bring him a large fortune 
and a host of friends. His business 
life began with employment in the 
banking firm of S. A. Kean & Co., in 
Chicago. In 1890 he became _ con- 
connected with the Pacific coast of-

The early years after the marriage 
were spent in New Jersey, but upon 
Mr. Whipnle’s retirement from active 
business in 1906, the family returned 
to Andover, where Mr. Whipple 
built a beautiful home known as 
Westbury Court, and located on the 
Reading road, A sad blow to both 
Mr. anid Mrs. Whipple came in the 
death of their son Harold, who died 
in November of this year. 

Mr, Whipple’s later experiences 
had seriously affected his health, and 
for some time he had suffered from 
a serious heart trouble.

WHY BLACKLISTED? 


‘Thomas E, Rhodes Takes up the 
Cause of the Library Attack 


To the Editor of the Townsman: 

: The administration of pub- 
| lic institutions is the concern of all; 
‘and what is the concern of all is the 
| concern of a part even down to the 
| individual unit. This truth is derived 


! from the nature of the structure and 


| function of public institutions, and 


conveys with it the warrant to criti- 
| cise the official judgments and acts 
of public officials. The man who 
votes, criticises. Authority means 
force, and a basis of just judgments 
and equal services should underlie 
executive power. But too many of 
our public officials, either from igno- 
rance or design, overlook this im- 
portant relation, and are constantly 
creating social friction, while a prop- 
er adjustment of this relation would 
eliminate many motives for reform. 

From the authority involved in 
this relation, I take the liberty to 
critise an official act of the trustees 
of the Memorial Hall Library. 

The function of the Memorial Hall 
Library is the diffusion of knowledge 
in its widest sense within its finan- 
cial limitations. The kind of knowl- 
edge is, or should be, determined by 
the general demand. This is recog- 
nized in the Trustees’ Thirty-Eighth 
Annual Report, where it says: “The 
library buys only a limited amount of 
new fiction, but it tries to fill the 
wants of the community in regara 
to other books desired. People are 
invited to suggest for purchase the 
titles of books (why not periodicals?) 
they desire.” This invitation to the 
people to give suggestions carries 
with it the right to demand a valid 
reason for the refusal of suggestions 
or gifts to the library. 

I am informed that the trustees of 
the Memorial Hall Library refused, 
as a gift, a year’s subscription for the 
“Boston Common” for use in the 
library. The reason for declining 
this gift was not given. The reason 
not given, the public generally infers 
one and cannot be blamed if they fail 
to give the right one. Public officials 
should be able to give a valid reason 
for all their official acts, especially 
those that violate the sense of justice 
and equality. 

The reason not given,:a probable 
reason mav be found by the process 
of elimination. The gift could not 
be objected to because of the price, 
for it was gratis; nor be objected to 
on the ground of no demand, for 
there are many books in, and being 
added to the library that have not 
and will not be read, and many more 
that have but a single reader or two. 
It could not be refused for lack of 
space, for hundreds of books are 
added each year, (last year by pur- 
chase 6&1, by gift 203) and each pass- 
ing year the “cenietery of dead 
books” is constantly increasing. Ob- 
jection could not be raised against 
the object of the “Boston Common,” 
for its primary purpose is public ser- 
vice, the object of the public library; 
nor on the ground of duplication, for 
its like is not in the library; nor on 
account of the character of its con- 
tributions, for they are critical, in; 
structive, and discoursive in style, 
and treat subjects of great import- 
ance, and the men behind the paper 
represent character and ability. 

The elimination of all the valid 
reasons for rejecting the ‘Boston 
Common” for the library brings us 
to the question, Why was it black- 
listed? The answer seems to be in- 
volved in personality. It may be in 
the person of the donor and those 
behind him, or the individual person- 
ality of each member of the trustees, 
or some member of the trustees 
whose personality dominates its 
judgments. Too often the likes and 
dislikes of public officials vitiate their 
judgments and guide their conduct 
towards the people they are sup- 
posed to serve. The inability to get 
away from sentimentality and judge 
acts, conditions, and measures 1m- 
personally, is proverbial among pub- 
lic officials. 

The refusal of the “Boston Com- 
mon” for the library may seem of 
little concrete value, but the act was 
arbitrary and discriminative and, 
therefore, violated the sense of jus- 
tice and equality and is open to 
criticism. Such acts as these, con- 
stantly cumulative, set in motion the 
wheels of reform and create a blind, 
unreasoning impetus for change, 
such as the referendum and _ recall, 
direct legislation, direct primaries 
with its absurd appendages, the cre- 
ation of commissions with absolute 
powers, the government by commis- 
sions for municipalities, with a small 
centralized authority, and the election 
of United States senators by the peo- 
ple for the purpose of eliminating 
the “boss.” 
Common” included, are the result of 
an abused public, who have tolerated 
too long the flagrant incompetency 
and sélfishness of public officials in 
their persistency in violating the two 
great principles of democracy, Justice 


and Lquality.

ART IN ICE. 


Wonderful Palace That Was Built by 
Czarina Anne of Russia. 

The use of ice for architectural pur- 
poses is an art that bas been carried 
to a high state of perfection in north- 
ern countries, and some almost incred- 
ible feats have been accomplished in 
this curious branch of industry. 

Probably the most remarkable build- 
ing constructed wholly of ice was the 
palace built on the Neva by Czarina 
Anne of Russia in 1739. The first at- 
tempt to construct this building was 
unsuccessful, as the slabs of ice were 
too thin and the building collapsed in 
the first thaw. Subsequently large 
blocks of ice were cut and squared 
with great care and laid on one an- 
other by skillful masons, who cement- 
ed the joints with water, which imme- 
diately froze. The building when com- 
pleted was fifty-six feet long, seven- 
teen and a half broad and twenty-one 
high. It was of but one story. The 
facade contained a door surmounted 
by an ornamental pediment and six 
windows, the frames and panes of 
which were all of ice. An elaborate 
balustrade, adorned with statues, ran 
along the top of the facade, and an- 
other balustrade surrounded the build- 
ing at the level of the ground. The side 
entrances to the inclosure were flanked 
with pillars supporting urns, the lat- 
ter containing orange trees, whose 
branches, leaves and flowers were all 
of ice. Hollow pyramids of ice on each 
side of the building contained lights 
by night. The grounds were further 
adorned with a life size figure of an 
elephant, with his mahout on his back. 
A stream of water was thrown from 
the elephant’s trunk by day und a 
flame of naphtha by night. 

A tent of ice contained a hot bath. 
in which persons actually bathed. 
There were also several cannons and 
mortars of ice, which were loaded with 
bullets of ice and iron and discharged. 

The interior of the building was com- 
pletely furnished with tables, chairs. 
statues, looking glasses, a clock, a com- 
Plete tea service, etc., all made of ice 
and painted to imitate the real objects. 
A bedchamber contained a state bed 
with curtains, a dressing table with a 
mirror, pillows, bedclothes, slippers and 
nightcaps, all made of ice. There 
were ice candles, burning naphtha and, 
most wonderful of all, an ice fireplace 
containing burning ice logs—t. e.. blocks 
of ice smeared with naphtha and then 
kindled.—Scientific American.

Penn Very Much a Londoner. 

William Penn, the founder of Penn- 
sylvania, was born on Tower Hill on 
Oct. 14, 1644, was christened in All 
Hallows church, became a_ student 
of Lincoln’s Inn, and then, joining the 
Quakers, he abandoned the law and 
preached along with George Fox in a 
meeting house off Lombard street. He 
once occupied a house in Norfolk 
street, Strand, chosen on account of its 
closeness to the river, which facilitat- 
ed escape from duns, and he was im- 
prisoned both at Newgate and in the 
Fleet. So Penn was, after all, very 
much a Londoner.—London Standard.

A Remarkable Newspaper 


{n British Columbia, says a writer 
in the November Strand Magazine, 
there is a little newspaper, the “Kam- 
loops Wawa,” circulating among sev- 
eral tribes of North American In- 
dians. The unique feature of this 
journal is that it is printed in short- 
hand. Its story is a remarkable one. 
Some years ago the Rev. J. M. Le 
Jenue, a Breton missionary, arrived 
in British Columbia to take charge 
of a territory some fifty miles square. 
He found the great obstacle to his 
work to be the absence of any means 
of written communication, as the na- 
tives had no written language of 
their own. His repeated efforts to 
teach them to read and write by or- 
dinary methods failed entirely. The 
missionary was acquainted with the 
simple French Duployan shorthand,

teaching the Indians to write their 
own language phonetically by means

Penny Readings 


It was a pleasure to read the ac- 
count of the debut of the Andover 
Dramatic club. I hope that we will 
hear from these players again. “All 
the world’s a stage and all the men 
and women merely players.” 


There is a question asked by the 
psalmist, viz: “What is man?” I 
heard a sermon on this text. One 
of the heads of the discourse was that 
man was a gregarious animal just 
like a sheep. A flock of sheep cross- 
ing a bridge must be watched by the 
dog and the shepherd. If one sheep 
jumps over the fence, scores follow, 
and everyone that takes this jump 
is no longer a living sheep, but 
mangled mutton. We must follow 
the fashion, whether it is in turned- 
up trousers or coal-scuttle hats. Rec- 
reations and amusements such as 
bowling, billiards, wrestling, boxing, 
baseball and football all more or less 
show the truth of the old Scotch 
clergyman’s remark when he said 
that man was a gregarious animal— 
if another fellow goes over to Law- 
rence, we just take the next car to 
that city and walk up and down 
Essex street like sheep. 

But my text was penny readings. 
Last week in a Scotch newspaper I 
read an account of a series of suc- 
cessful penny readings in a little 
town ust about the size of Andover. 
These readings are not a new thing. 
To use a French word, I may’ men- 
tion that I have “assisted” at these 
readings in that old Scottish town. 

Well, our fashionable Vanity Fair 
folks will say, What can you get for ; 
a penny? (Two cents). Let me pay 
five dollars for a seat to hear an 
opera and not bother with two-cent 
trash, may be the reply of the dude 
to this question. 

In our good town of Andover fully 
twenty years ago, some of the lead- 
ing men of the town arranged for the 
winter months to get lecturers on 
various subjects. I attended these 
lectures; some of them were good, 
some not so good, and the dollar for | 
the course did not pay the expenses 
and pay the men who came to lec- 
ture, and so our winter weekly lec- 
tures ceased. 

To start a penny reading, three 
sensible, common sense people are 
required, two men and one woman; 
or if you like to be genteel, one lady 
and two gentlemen. There will be 
no difficulty in getting volunteers to 
read or sing or play the fiddle or 
piano.

Say four recitations and 
four songs and a good piano player 
to play a prelude and accompany the 
singers if they wish it.

to please a popular audience. If this 


'is not the case, so much the worse 


for our boasted education and _ re- 
finement. I do not know that this 
penny reading scheme will be any- 
thing else this winter than just one 
more of McDougall’s nightmares, 
but I hope that the hints I have 
given will help those who next sea- 
son will make the Andover penny 
readings profitable, instructive and 
fashionable. 

Suppose that it is called a five-cent 
reading; as theré is no-.artist to pay, 
the rent of the hall is all the expense 
needed and 200 at five cents would 
be ten dollars. A good chairman is 
essential, and not the same person 
every time. I am sure that the three 
gentlemen I mention as the kind of 
men required’ as chairmen at these 
readings, will not be offended. when 
I say that Judge Stone, Mr. Joseph 
Smart and Mr. Barnett Rogers are 
the kind of men wanted to conduct 
and give humour and tone to these 


peoples’ readings. The hour, or at 
most, one hour and a_ half, spent 
hearing good readers and_ singers 


would not be lost, as it would create 
a taste for hobbies of the right kind. 

Of course these readings should be 
such as to interest, amuse and _ in- 
struct the audience, and of a kind 
not to offend the most delicate appe- 
tite. 

A good story is told of a twelve- 
year-old boy at a concert in Dundee, 
poedant: A celebrated piano player 
gave some grand sonatas and clas- 
sical music, and when she finished 


the boy said, “That will do, now 
wifie play a tune.” 
The boy was right; the world is 


hungry for a tune. The preacher 
who cannot strike the right key in 
his Sunday sermon; the editorial in 
the newspaper out of tune because 
the editor has the blues, are not 
edifying to the people or increasing 
the sale of the newspaper. Let us 
all try and play the right tune, the 
key of which is character.

The Original of “Mrs. Jarley’s 
Waxworks” 

There stood until some months 
ago in High Holburn, two doors 
facing away from Museum street, 
and facing the end of Drury Lane, 
an old building which housed what 
was probably the original of Mrs. 


Jarley’s Waxworks. It was once 
upon a time a popular exhibition 
known as_ Ferguson’s Waxworks, 


founded by that gentleman in 1832 
or 1833. In its extensive rooms and 
“promenade” were to be seen the 
characters King George III, Mr. 
Grimaldi, as clown, Mary, Quee of 
Scotts, and that “Unfortunate Maid 
of Honour in the time of Queen 
Elizabeth who died from pricking her 
finger in consequence of working 
upon a Sunday,” (Lady Anne Wil- 
son.) 

All these are enumerated in Mr. 
Ferguson’s Catalogue (1840), which 
I have in my collection, the other 
personages meentioned in the “Old 
Curiosity Shop” having doubtless 
been changed into other celebrities, 
in accordance with the amiable cus- 
tom of wax-work proprietors. 

An old gentleman, who was for 
many years connected with the show, 
told me that.their show-woman, Mrs. 
Jarvis (not Mrs. Harris) was the 
very “moral” of Mrs. Jarley, and that 
she told him that Mr. Dickens was a 
frequent visitor and often spoke with 


her. Ferguson’s would be on Dick- 
ens’s road to work either at Le 
“Sun,” or “Mirror of Parliament,” 
“Morning Chronicle” newspapers, pe 
the high road then ran down High 
Holburn, through Broad street, and 
High ‘street, Bloomsbury, to Oxford 
street. New Oxford street was not 
made until 1849.—Charles Van Noor- 
den in the November Strand.

THE END OF TUBERCULOSIS 


Consumption and Poverty. 


By DR. OSCAR H. ROGERS. 


Mr. Charles Booth in his nota- 
ble study of poverty as he found 
it in the elty of London estl- 
mates that 30 per cent of all 
chronic poverty is caused by ill 
health. It would be a most in- 
teresting study to determine by 
careful research how large a 
proportion of this ill health 
which causes: poverty is due to 


consumption alene. If 380° per 
cent of the deaths among our 
adult) population, taken as a 
whole, are due to tuberculosis 
may we not say that at least 


50 per cent of deaths among the 
very poor are due to that dis- 
ease? My own impression is 
that that estimate is not too 
high, that consumption and 
chronic poverty constitute a vi- 
cious circle, each reacting so as 
to produce the other, and that 
no real progress may be made in 
our campaign unless we some- 
how manage to break this vi- 
cious circle. I wish to strongly 
urge this point of view, that our 
campaign must be directed 
against the tuberculosis of the 
very poor. Poverty and igno- 
rance unite to produce those con- 
ditions which favor the spread 
of consumption. Consumption 
contributes mightily to the pov- 
erty and ignorance among us. 
Truth Will Out.

Dr. Page Makes Strong Plea for 


Soccer Football 


At the annual meeting of the Na- 
tional Collegiate Athletic Associa- 
tion held at the Hotel Astor, New 
York, yesterday, a strong plea was 
made for association or soccer foot- 
ball by Dr. P. S.“Page, director of 
athletics at Phillips Academy; W. F. 
Garcelon, graduate director of ath- 
letics at Harvard, and Dr. James A. 


Babbitt and Pres. Sharpless of Hav- 


erford college, and a committee of 
five was appointed to promote and 
regulate the game. This committee 
was named ‘as follows: Dr. Babbitt 
of Haverford, W. F. Garcelon of 
Harvard, Dr. Page of Andover, Dr. 
Naismith of Kansas and Prof. Ford 
of Washington and Jefferson. 

Mr. Garcelon went so far as to say 
that, in his opinion, more college 
men and schoolboys will be playing 
in soccer football within five years 
than anv other sport. He insisted 
that when its advantages as a héalth- 
ful and more or less strenuous pas- 
time are recognized, it will appeal to 
the colleges, schools and the public 


at large, as was the case in Great 
Britain. : 
Dr. Page of Andover said that 


there were no fewer than twelve soc- 
cer teams at the Academy, and that 


| the game fills a big hole in school 
| life. 


Pres. Sharpless of Haverford 
pointed out that soccer is not 
smothered by too many rules and too 
many officials, and that it is a de- 
sirable game, both from a physical 
and ethical point of view. 

The statement made from time to 
time by a number of physical direct- 
ors that soccer brought about a heart 
strain because of the exhaustive na- 
ture of the play, was not accepted 
seriously by those present, although 
Dr. Babbitt admitted that there were 
just as many injuries as in the Amer- 
ican college game, although, perhaps, 
not of such a serious kind. 

It was not the sense of the meet- 
ing that soccer should be substituted 
for the American college game, but 
that its qualities were such that it 
should be fostered and encouraged as 
another branch of sport.
